In this Town of Afbby, dela Zouch 
for many Years. together, My. Arthur Hilderfham 
exercifed his Miniftry at my being there; and all

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Thisisthat famous Avlderfham, who left behind 
him a Commentary on the s1ft Pfalm ; as alfo ma. 
ny Sermons upon the 4th of ohn, both which are 
printed : He was an excellent Textuary of exem+ 
plary Life, pleafant in Difcourfe, a ftrong Enemy 
to the Brownifts, and diffented not from the Church 
of England in any Article of Faith, but only 
about wearing the Surplice, baptizing with the, 
Crofs, and kneeling at the Sacrament; moft of 
the People of the Town were directed by his 
Judgment, and fo continued, and yet do con.

_ An the 17¢h Year of my Age my Mother died. 

In the 184 Year of my Age my Mafter Brinfley 
was enforced from keeping School, being perte- 
cuted by the Bifhop’s Officers, he came to London, 
and then Jeftured in London, where he afterwards 
died. In this Year, by reafon of my Father’s,Po- 
verty, I was alfo enforced to leave School, and fo 
came to my Father’s Houfe, where I lived in 
much Penury for one Year, and taught School one 
Quarter of a Year, until God’s Providence pro- 
vided better for me. 

Forthe two laft Years of my being at School, 
Iwas of the higheft Form in’ the School , and 
chiefeft of that Form ; I could then {peak Latin | 
as well as Englifh ; could make Extempore Verfes 
vpon any Theme ; all Kinds of Verfes, Hexame- 
ter, Pentameter, Phaleuciacks, Iambicks , Sap- 
phicks, &c. fo that if any Scholars from remote 
Schools came to difpute, I was Ringleader to 
difpute with them; I could cap Verfes, Gc.

Worthy Sir, I-take much delight to récount un- 
to you, even all and every. Circumftance of my 
Life , whether good, moderate, or evil; Deo 
Gloria. 

My Eather had one Samuel Smatty for his Attor- 
ney, unto whom I went fundry times with Ler- 
ters, who perceiving I was a Scholar, and that I 
lived miferably in the Country, lofing my time, 
nor any ways likely to do better , if I continue 
there ; pitying, my-Condition, he fent Word for 
me to come and {peak with him, and told me 
that he had lately been at London, where there was 
- a Gentleman wanted a Youth, to attend him and 
his Wife, who could write, &z. 

Iacquainted my Father with it, who was very 
-‘willing.to be rid of me, for [could not work, drive 

the Plough, or endure any Country Labour ;. ny. 
Father oft wou'd fay, I was good for nothing. 
-Thadonly 20 Shillings, and no more, to buy 
mea new Suit, Hofe, Doublet, dc. my Doublet 
was Fuitian-: I repaird to Mr. Smarty,’when I 
was accoutred, fora Letter to my Mafter, which 
he gave me., de ope 

Upon Monday, April 3. 1620, I departed from 
_ Difeworth, and came to Leicefer ; but I muft ac- 

“quaint you, that before I came away I vifited my 
Friends, amongf whom I had given me about 
ten Shillings, which wasa great Comfort unto me. 
On Tucfday, April the 4th, Ltook leave of my Fa- 
ther, then in Leicefter Goal forDebt, andcame along 
with Bradfbaw the Carrier, the fame Perfon with 
whom many of the Duke of Buckingham’s Kindred 
had come up with. Hark how the Waggons 

B 4 crack 
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crack with their rich Lading! It was a very 
ftormy Week, cold and uncomfortable : I footed 
it all along; we could not reach London un= 
til Palm-Sunday , the oth of April, about half an 
Hour after Three in the Afternoon, at which 
' time we entred Smithfield. When I had gratified 
the Carrier and his Servants, I had 75. 6d. left, 
and no more; one Suit of Cloaths upon my Back, 
two Shirts, three Bands, one pair of Shoes, and 
as many Stockings. Upon the Delivery of my 
Letter my Mafter entertain’d me, and next Day 
~ bought me a new Cloak,of which you may imagine 
(good Efquire) whether I was not proud of; befides, 
1 faw and eat good white Bread, contrary to our. 
Diet in Leicefterfhire. My Mafter’s Name was Gil~ 
bert Wright, born at Market Bofworth in Leicefferfbire + 
my Miftrefs was born at sfbby de la Zouch, in the 
fame County, and in the Town where I had 
goneto School. This Gilbert Wright could neither 
"write nor read ; he lived upon his Annual Rents, 
was of no Calling or Profeflion ; he had for many 
Years been Servant to the Lady Pawlet in Hertfords 
Shire; and when Serjeant Puckering was made 
‘Lord Keeper, he made him Keeper of his 
Lodgings at White-hall.. When Sir Thomas Eger= 
ton was made Lord Chancellor, he entertained: 
him in the fame Place; and when he married a’ 
Widdow in Newgate-Market, the Lord Chancele 
Jor recommended him to the Company of Salters,: 
London, to admit him into their Company, and fo 
they did, and my Mafter in 1624, was Mafter of 
that Company ; he was a Man of excellent natural’ 
Parts, and wou'd {peak publickly upon any Occa- 
fion very rationally and to the Purpofe. I write” 
this, that the World may know he was no Taylor, 
or my felf of that or any other Calling or Profefe 
fion : My Work was to go before my Mafter to. 
Church; to attend my Mafter when he went 
abroad ; to make clean his Shoes; {weep the 
Street ; ‘ 
ay 
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_ Street; help to drive Bucks when we wafhed ; 
fetch Water in a Tub from the Thames : I have 
helped to carry Eighteen Tubs of Water in one 
‘Morning, weed the Garden ; all manner of Drudge- 
ries I willingly performed ; fcrape Trenchers, cc. 
Tf I had any Profeflion, it wasof this Nature: I 
fhould never have denied my beinga Taylor, had 
I been one; for there isno Calling fo bate, which 
by God’s Mercy may not afford a Livelihood ; 
and had not my Mafter entertain’d me, I wou! 
have been of a very mean Profeffion ere I would 
have returned into the Country again ; fo here 
os the Actions of eighteen Years of my 

ife. 
My Mafter married his fecond Wife for her 
Eftate ; fhe was competently rich; fhe married 
him for Confiderations he performed not, (soéfur- 
nal Society ) fo that they lived very uncomfortably ; 
fhe was about 70 Years of Age, he 66 or more; yet 
never was any Woman moré jealous of a Husband 
than fhe; infomuch that whenfoever he went in- 
to Loudon, fhe wasconfident of his going to Wo- 
men ; by thofe Means my Life was the more un- 
comfortable, it being very dificult to pleafe two 
fuch oppofite Natures : However, asto the Things 
of this World I had enough,-and endured their 
Difcontents with much Serenenefs. My Miftrefs 
Was Very curious to know of fuch as were then 
called Cunning or Wife Men, whether fhe fhould 
bury her Husband? She frequently vifited fuch 

Perfons, and this Occafion begot in me alittle 
Defire to learn fomething that way, but wanting 
Money to buy Books, I laid afide thefe Motions 
and endeavoured to pleafe both Mafter and

{n 1622 fhecomplain’d ofa Pain in her left Breaft, 
whereon there appeared at firft a hard Knob no beg= 
ger than a {mall Peafon; it encreafed in a little 
time very much, was very hard, and fometimes 
would look very Red; fhe took Advice of Surgeons, | 
had Oils, Sear-cloaths, Plates of Lead, and what 
not: In 1623 it grew very big, and fpread all 
over her Breaft; then for many Weeks Pultifes 
were apply'd to it, which in continuance of | 
time broke the Skin, and then abundance of wa- 
tery thin Stuff came from it, but nothing elfe; at 
Jength the Matter came to Suppuration, but ne- 
ver any great Store iffued forth; it was exceeding 
noifom and painful; from the beginning of it 
until fhe died, fhe would permit no Surgeon to 
drefs it but only my felf ; I applied every thing 
untoit, and her Pains were fo great the Winter 
before the died, that I have beén called out of my ~ 
Bedtwo or three Times in one Night to drefs it 
and change Plaifters. In 1624 by degrees with | 
Sizzers 1 cut all the whole Breaft away, Imean 
“the Sinews, Nerves, Gc. In one Fortnight, or 
little more, it appeared, as it were, mere Flefh, 
-all raw, fo that fhe could fcarce endure any Un- 
guent to be applied. I remember there was a 
great Cleft through the Middle of the Breaft, 
which when that fully appeared fhe died, 
which was in September 1624 ; my Mafter being 
then in the Country, his Kindred in London would - 
willingly have had Mourning for her; but by - 
Advice of an efpecial Friend of his I contradicted 
them ; nor would I permit them to look into any 
Cheft or Trunk in the Houfe: She was decently 
buried, and fo fond of me in the Time of her 
Sicknefs, fhe would never permit me out of her 
Chamber, gave me five Pounds in old Gold, Pe

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fent me unto a private Trunk of hersat a Friends 
Houfe, where fhe had One hundred Pounds in 
Gold; fhe bad-me bring it away and take ir, but 
when I opened the Trunk I found nothing there- 
in ; for a Kinfman of hers had been there a few 
Days before and carried all away : She wasin a, 
great Paffion at my relating thereof, becaufe fhe 
could not gratify my Pains in all her Sicknefs, ad- 
vifed me to help my felf when fhe was gone, out 
of my Mafters Goods, which I never did. 
Courteous Efquire, be not weary of reading 
hereof, or of what followeth. 
. When my Miftrefs died, fhe had under her Arm- 
hole a fmall fcarlet Bag full of many Things, 


which , one that was there delivered unto me. 


There wasin this Bag feveral Sigils, fome of Fupiter 
in Trine, others of the Nature of Vexus, fome of 
Iron; and one of Gold, of pure Angel-gold, of the 
Bignefs of a 335.

eing fufficiently furnifhed and inftru@ed with 
what he defired, he returned into England towards 
the latter End of the Reign of Queen Elizabeth, ~

wherein the Countets of zfex, the Earl of Somer fer, 
and Sir Thomas Overbury's Matters were queftioned. 
He lived in Limbeth with a very good Report of 
the Neighbourhood, efpecially of the Poor, unto 
whom he was charitable. He wasa ‘Perfon that in. 
Horary Queftions ( efpecially Thefts) was very 
judicious and fortunate 5 fo alfo in Sickneffles , 
which indeed was his Mafter-piece. In refolving —

. other Queftions very moderate. He was a Perfon 


“of indefatigable Pains. I have feen fometimes 
half one Sheet of Paper wrote of his Judgment up= 
on one Queftion ; in writing whereof rapealan

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-tnuch Tautology, as you may fee your felf (ino 
excellent Efquire) if you read a great Book of Dr. 
Floods, which you have,.who had all that Book 
from the Manufcripts of Forman ; for I have feen 
the fame Word for Word in an Englifh Manufcripe 
formerly belonging to Doctor Willoughby of Glous 
cefferfbire. Had Forman lived to have methodized 
his own Papers, I doubt not but he would have 
advanced the fathromathematical Part thereof ve- 
ry compleatly ; for he was very obfervant, and 
‘kept Notes of the Succefs of his Judgments, as in 
many of his Figures I have obferved. I very 
well remember to have read in one of his Ma- 
~nufcripts, what followeth. 
Being in Bed one Morning (fays he) I was 
, defirous to know whether I fhould ever be a Lord; 
Earl or Knight, &c. whereupon I fet a Figure ; 
and thereupon my Judgment; by which he con- 
cluded, that within two Years Time he fhould 
be a Lord or Great Man: But, fays he, before 
the two Years were expired, the Dofors put 
me in Newgate, and nothing came. Not long 


after, he was defirous to know the fame Things — 


concerning his Honour or Greatfhip. Another Fis — 
gure was fet, and that promifed him to bea great 
Lord within one Year. But he fets down, that in 
that Year, he had no Preferment at all; only I bes 
came acquainted with a Merchant’s Wife, by whom 

I got well. There is another Figure concerning 
one Sir———syre his going into Turkey, whether 

it would bea good Voyage or not: The Doftor 
repeats all his Aftrological Reafons, and mufters 
them together, and then gave his Judgment it 
would be a fortunate Voyage.

Belly ; and then He alfo told my Miftrefs 
in what Pofture he lay with the young Ladies, de;

death ; but I affure thee, Margery, he fhall never 
come there; yet they fet forward to Morrow, fays 


he ; and fo his two Keepers did, Coleman's Legs bes . 
ing locked with an Iron-Chain under the Horfe’s~ 


Belly. In this Nature they travelled the firft.and 
fecond Day; on the third Day the two Keepers 
feeing their Prifoner’s Civility the two preceding 
Days, did not lock his Chain underthe Horfe’s 
Belly, as formerly, but locked it only to one Side. 
In this Pofture they rode fome Miles beyond Nor- 
thamptomn, when, on a fudden, one of the Keepers 
hada Necefliry to untrufs, and fo the other and 
Coleman ftood ftill ; by and by the other Keeper de- 
fired Coleman to hold his Horfe, for he had Occa- 
fion alfo : Coleman immediately took one of their 
Swords, and ran through two of the Horfes, kil- 


‘ling them ftark dead ; gets upon the other, with one 


of their Swords; Farewell Gentlemen, quoth he, 
tell my Mafter I have no mind to be whipped in 
Leicefterfbire, and fo went his way. The two Keepers 
in all hafte went to a Gentleman's Houfe near at 
Hand, complaining of their Misfortune, and de- 
fired of him to. purfue their Prifoner,. which he 
with much.

_thére would be much Trouble about Carr and 
the Countefs of Eftx, who frequently reforted un- 
to him, and from whofe Company he would fome«s 
times Jock himfelf in his Study a whole Day; 
Now: we come to his Death, which happened as 
follows ; the Suzday Night before he died, his Wife 
and he being at Supper in their Garden-houfe, fhe 
being pleafant, told him, that fhe had been in- 
formed he could refolve, whether Man or Wife 
- fhould die firft ; whether fhall I (quoth fhe) bury 
you or no? Oh Truaco, for fo he called her, thou 
wilt bury me, but thou wilt much repent it; yea, 
but how long firft, I fhall die, faid he, ere Thurfday 
Night. Munday came, all was well. Tuefday came,he 
not fick. Wednefday came and ftill he was well; with 
which his impertinent Wife did much twit him in 
the Teeth. Thurfday came, and Dinner was ended, 
he very well, he went down to the Water-fide, and 
took a pair of Oars to goto fome Buildings he was 
inthand with in Puddledock ; being in the middle of 
the Thames he prefently fell down, only faying, az 
Impoft, au Impoft, and fo died. A moft fad Storm of 
ind immediately following. He died worth 
1200 pounds, and left only one Son called Clemenr. 
All his Rarities, fecret Manufcripts, of what qua- 
lity foever, Dr. Napper of Lindford in Buckinghamfhire 
had, who had’ been a long time his Scholar; and 
of whom Forman was ufed to fay he would bea 
Dunce: Yet in continuance of Time he proved a 
fingular Aftrologer and Phyfician.

une Went into Lescefferflire. He was in that Year 
Beoffee Colleftor for twelve poor Alms-people lis — 
Wing in Clement-Danes Church-yard ; whofe Pens 
fions Lin his Abfence paid weekly, to his and the 
Parith’s great Satisfaction. My Matter was no 
fooner gone down, but I bought a Bafé-viol, and. 
got a Mafter to inftru& me ; the Intervals of Time 
I fpent in Bowling in Lincoln’s-Inn- Fields, with 
| atl é Cobler, Dick the Blackfmith, and tuch like 
Companions: We have fometimes been at our 
Work at fix inthe Morning, and fo continued till 
three or four ia the Afternoon, many times with- 
Bee dea” ' out 
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Out Bread or Drink all that while. Sometimes F 
went to Church and heard Funeral-Sermons, of 
which there was then great Plenty. At other 
Limes I went early to St. 4utholine’s in London, 
where there was every Morning a Sermon. The 
~ moft able People of the whole City and Suburbs. 
were out of Town; if any remained; it were fuch 
as were engaged by Parifh-Offices to remain ; no 
Habit of a Gentleman or Woman continued ; the 
woful Calamity of that Year was grievous, People 
‘dying inthe open Fields and in the open Streets, 
At laft, in uguf, the Bills of Mortality fo en- 
creafed, that very few People had Thoughts of 
furviving the Contagion: The Sunday before the 
Sreat Bill came forth, which was of sooo and odd: 
Hundreds, there was appointed a Sacrament at. 
Clement Dane's; during the diftributing whereof I 
do well remember we fang thirteen Parts of the 
. One hundred and nineteenth Pfalm. One-Facob, 
our Minifter (for we had three that Day, the-Com-= 
niunion was fo great) fell fick as he was giving: 
the Sacrament, went home, and was bury’d of the 
Plague the Thurfday following. Mr. Fames, ano- 
ther of the Minifters, fell fick “ere he had quite 
finifhed, had the Plague, and was thirteen Weeks 
"ere he recovered. Mr. Whitacre, the lah of the: 
three, efcaped not only then, but all the Contagion: 
following, without any Sicknefs at all; though he 
officiated at every Funeral, and bury’d all manner 
of People, whether they died of the Plague or not. 
He was given to drink, feldom could preach more 
than one quarter of an Hour at atime, @c. In 
November my Mafter came home. My Fellow- 
Servant’s and my Diet came weekly to Six Shil-. 
lings and Six Pence, fometimes to Seven shillings, 
fo cheap was Diet at that Time. thas: ci 
In February of that Year, my Mafter marry’d 
again (one who after his Death became my Wife.) 
In the fame Year he fettled upon me, during my, 


Life,

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Life, 20 Pounds per Annum, which I have enjoyed 
ever fince, even to the writing hereof. 
_ May 22, 1627, my Mafter dy’d at the Corner 
Houie in the Strand, where I alfo lived fo long, 
He died inteftate; my Miftrefs reliquifhing the 
Adminiftration, it came to his elder Brother, 
who affigned the Eftate over to me for Payment of 
my Mafter’s Debts; which being paid, I faith- 
fully returned the remaining Part unto his Admi- 
ftrator ; nor had one Penny of the Eftate more 
than. 20 Pounds per Annum, which was allowed me 
by Contraét, to undertake the Payment of my 
Mafter’s Debts. 


Of my Marriage the firft Time. . 

My Miftrefs had been twice marry’d to old Men» - 
was now refolved to be couzened no more; fhe 
was of a brown ruddy Complexion, corpulent, of 
but mean Stature, plain, no Education, yet a ve~ 
ry provident Perfon, and of good Condition : She 
had many Sutors, old Men, whom fhe declined ; 
fome Gentlemen of decay’d Fortunes, whom fhe 
liked not, for fhe was covetous and fparing: By 
my Fellow-Servant fhe was obferved frequently to 
fay, fhe cared not if fhe married a Man that would. 
love her, fo that he had never a Penny ; and would 
ordinarily talk of me when fhe was in Bed: This 
Servant gave me Encouragement to give the Onfet; 
I was much perplexed hereat, for fhould I atrempr, 
her, and be flighted, fhe would never care for me 
afterwards ; but again, I confidered that if I fhould 
attempt and fail,-fhe would never fpeak of it; or 
would any believe I durft be fo audacious as to 
propound fuch a Queftion, the Difproportion of 
Ye and Fortune being fo great betwixt us:, 
However, all her Talk was of Husbands, and in 
my Prefence faying one Day after Dinner, fhe re. 
{pected not Wealth, but defired an honeft Man ; 
I made Anfwer, I thought I could fit her with fuch: 
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a Husband ; fhe asked me where? I madé no more 
ado, but prefently falured her, and told her my 
felf was the Man: She reply’d, I was too young ; 
I faid nay ; what I had not in Wealth, I would) 
fupply in Love; and faluted her frequently, which 
fhe atcepted lovingly ; and next Day at Dinner 
made me fit down at Dinner with my Hat on my 
Head, and faid, fhe intended to make me her Hufs 
band ; for which I gave her many Salutes, de.) » 
- . Twas very carefulto keep all) hings fecret, for 

I well knew,-if the fhould take Counfel of any 
Friend, my Hopes would be fruftrated, therefore’ 
I fuddenly procured her Confent to marry, unto 
which fhe affented ; fo that upon the 8th Day of 
September 1627, at St. George's Church in Southwark, 
I was marry’d unto her, and for two whole Yéars 
we kept it'fecret. When it was divulged, and fome 
People blamed her for it, fhe conftantly reply’d, 
that fhe had no Kindred ; if I proved kind, and a 
good Husband, fhe would make me a Man; if I 
proved otherwife, fhe only undid her felf. In the 
third and fourth Years after our Marriage, we had’ 
ftrong Suits of Law with her firft Husband’s Kin~ 
dred, but overthrew them in the End. During’ 
all the Time of hér Life, which was until Odober* 
1633, we lived very lovingly, I frequenting no” 
Company at all; my Exercifes were fometimes’ 
Angling, in which J ever delighted : My Compa- 
nionstwo aged Men, JI then frequented Lectures, 
two or three ina Week ; I heard Mr. Sate in Lom= 
bard-fireet, Mr. Gouge of Black- Fryers, Dr. Mickleth=

How I came to ftudy Aftrology. ca 

It happened on one Sunday 1632, as my felf and 

a Juftice of Peace’s Clerk were, before Service, dif 
courfing 
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courfing of many Things, he chanced to fay, that 
fauch a Perfon was a great Scholar, nay, fo learn- 
ed, that he could make an Almanack, which to 
me then was ftrange: One Speech begot another, 
till, at laft, he faid, he could bring me acquainted 
‘with one Evans in Gun-Powder-Alley, who had fors 
‘merly lived in Staffordjbire, that was an excellent 
‘wife Man} and ftudy’d the Black 4rt. The fame 
‘Week after we went to fee Mr. Evans; when we 
tame to his Houfe, he having been drunk the Night 
before, was upon his Bed, if it be lawful to call that 

Bed whereon he then lay ; he roufed up himfelf, 
‘and, after fome Complements, he was content to 
nftru& me in Aftrology ; I attended his beft Op-. 
portunities for feven or eight Weeks, in which 
time I could feta Figure perfe&ly : Books he had 
not any; except Haly de judiciis Aftrovum, and Or- 
tiganus his Ephemerides ; {o that as often as] entred 
“a *Houfe, I thought I was in the Wildernefs, 
Now fomething of the Man: He was by Birtha 
Welchman, a Mafter of Arts, and in Sacred Orders 5 
1¢ had formerly had a Cure of Souls in Staffordfbire, 
ut now was cometo try his Forunes at London, 
9eing ina manner enforced to fly for fome Offens 
ses very fcandalous committed by hiny in thefe 
Paits, where he had Jately lived ; for ‘he gave 
Judgment upon things loft, the only Shame’ of 
Aftrology : He was *the moft Saturnine Perfon 
my Eyes ever beheld , either before J practifed 
‘or fince ; of a middle Stature, broad Forehead, 
Beetle-brow'd, thick Shoulders, flat Nofed, full 
Lips , down-look’d , black curling ftiff Hair, 
fplay-footed ; to give him his Right, he had 
the moft piereing Judgment naturally upon a Fi- 
gure of Theft; and many other Queftions, that 
i ever met withal ; yet. for Money he would 
willingly give contrary Judgments, was much 
addicted to Debauchery, and then very abufive 
and guarrelfom, feldom -without a black Eye, or

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One Mifchief or other: This is the fame Evans 
who made fo many 4ntimonial Cups, upon the Sale ' 
- whereof he principally fubfifted ; he underftood | 
Latin very well, the Greek Tongue not at all: He. 
had fome Arts above, and beyond Aftrology, for 
he was well verfed inthe Nature of Spirits, and 
had many times ufed the circular way of invo-_ 
cating, asin the Time of our Familiarity he told 
me. Two of his A€tions I will relate, as to me. 
delivered. There was in Staffordfhire a young 
Gentlewoman that had, for her Preferment, mar- 
ry d an aged rich Perfon, who being defirous to. 
purchafe fome Lands for his Wife’s Maintenance; 
but:this young Gentlewoman, his Wife, was de-. 
fired to buy the Land inthe Name of a Gentle. 
man, her very dear Friend, but for her Ufe:

mon, of the Nature of Mars, reads his Litany in? 
the Common-Prayer-Book every Day, at feleé& 
Hours, wears his Surplice, lives orderly all that 
‘Time; at the Fortnight’s End Salmon appear'd, and 
having received his Commands what to do, ina. 
{mall Time returns with the very Deed defired, 
lays it down gently upon a Table where a white 
Cloth was fpread, and then, being difmifs'd, va- 
nifh’'d. The Deed was, by the Gentleman who 
formerly kept it, placed among many other of his 
Evidences in a large wooden Cheft, and in a Cham~ 
ber at one End of the Houfe; but upon Salmon’s 
removing and bringing away the Deed, all that 
Bay of Building was quite blown down, and all’ 
his own proper Evidences torn all to pieces.

Guftavus King of Sweden, dying during the Effects 
of that Eclipfe. . 

ohn Booker was born in Manchefter, of good Pa- 
rentage, in the Year 1601, was in his Youth well 
inftru€ted in the Latin Tongue, which he under- 
.. Stood very well : He feemed from his Infancy to 
be defigned for 4frology ; for from the Time he 
had. any Underftanding , he would be always 
poring on, and ftudying Almanacks. He came 
to London at fitting Years, and ferved an Appren- 
tifhip to an Haberdafher in Lawrence-Lane, London ; 
but either wanting Stock to fet up, difliking the . 
Calling, he left his Trade, and taught to write at 
Hadley in Middlefex feveral Scholars in that School : 
He wrote fingularly well both Secretary and Ro. 
man. In Procefs of Time he ferved Sir Chriftopher 
Clethero, Knight, Alderman of London, as his Clerk, 
being a City Juftice of Peace: He alfo was Clerk 
to Sir Hugh Hammerfley, Alderman of London, both 
which he ferved with great Credit and Eftimation ; 
and by that Means became not only well known, 
but as well refpetted of the moft eminent Citi- © 
zens of London, even to his dying Day. tia 3 

He was an excellent Proficient in ANE 
whofe excellent Verfes upon the twelve Months, 
framed according to the Configurations of each | 
Month, being bleffed with Succefs according to © 
his Predictions, procured him much Reputation ' - 
all over England: He wasavery honeft Man, ab-

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-horred any Deceit in the Art he ftudied ; hada 
curious Fancy in judging of Thefts, and°as fuc-~ 
cefsful in refolving Love-Queftions : He» was no 
mean Proficient in Aftronomy ; he underitood 
much in Phyfick ; was a great Admirerof the 4u17- 
momial Cup; not unlearned-in Chymiftry, which he 
doved well, but did not praSife. He was in- 
clined to a Diabetes ; and in the laft three Years 


7 of his Life was afflifted with a Dyfentery,which at 


Jaft confumed him to- nothing : He died of good 
Fame in 1667. Since his Deceafe I have feen one 
Nativity of his Performance exactly dire&ted, and 
judged with as much Learning as from Aftrology 
canbe expeted. 

His Library of Books came fhort of the World’s 
Approbation, and were by his Widow fold to Elias 


. Afbmole, Efg; who moft generoufly gave her (1) 


far more Money than they were worth; but ouc 
of his Refpeés unto the Deceafed and his Memo- 
ry, he moft willingly paid her the Money. He 
left behind him two Sons and two Daughters; he 
left in Writing very little but his Anual Prognofti~ 


cations, le began firft to write about the Year 


1630; he wrote Bedum Hibernicale, in the Time of 
the long Parliament, a very fober and judicious 
Book, the Epiftle thereunto I gave him. He 
wrote lately a {mall Treatife of Eaffer-Day, a very 


learned Thing, wherein he fhewed much Learn- 


al 


ing and Reading. To fay no more of him, he 
lived an honeft Man, his Fame not queftioned at 
his Death. 

In this Year 1633, I became acquainted with 
Nicholas Fiske , Licentiate-in Phyfick , who was 
born in Suffolk, near Framingham (b) Caftle, of 
very good Parentage, who educated him at Coun. -

very foundly ; but’ was ever diffident of his own - 


Abilities : He was exquifitly skilful in the Art of 
Dire&ions upon Nativities, and hada good Geni- 
usin performing Judgment thereupon, but very 
unhappy he was, that he had no Genius in teach- 
ing his Scholars, for he never perfeted any : his 


own Son Matthew hath often told me, that where | 
his Father did teach any Scholars in his time, © 


they would principally learn of Him; he had 
- Scorpio afcending , and was fecretly ‘envious to 
thoie hethought had more ‘Parts than himfelf ; 
However I muft be ingenious, and do affirm, that 


by. frequent ‘Converfation with him, »I came to - 


know which were the beft Authors, and much to 
' enlarge my Judgment, efpecially inthe Art of Di- 


rections : He vifited -me moft Days once after I — 
became acquainted with him, and would com- — 


municate his moft doubtful Queftions unto me,’ 


and accept of my Judgment therein ratherthan 4 


hisown : He fingularly well judged and direéted 


Sir Robert Holborn’s Nativity, but defired-mz2 to ad- — 


judgé the firft Houfe, Seventh and Tenth thereof,

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- whichI did, and which Nativity (fince Sir Robert 
gave it me) come to your Hands, and remains in 
your Library ; [oh learned Efquire | he died a- 
bout the Seventy-eightlr Year of his Age, poor. 

* Inthis Year alfo Wiliam Bredon, Parfon or Vi- 
car of Thornton in Buckinghamfbire, was living, a 
profound Divine, but abfolutely the moft po- 
lice Perfon for Nativities in that Age, ftrittly 
adhering to Ptolomy, which he well underftood ; 
he hada Hand in compofing Sir Chriffopher Heydon’s 
Defence of Judicial Aftrology, being that time 
his Chaplain ; he was fo given over to Tobacco 
and Drink, that when he had no Tobbacco, he 
would cut the Bell-ropes and fmoke them. 

I come now to continue the Story of my own 
Life, but thought it not inconvenient to commit 
unto Memory fomething concerning thofe Perfons 

who practifed when firft I became a Student in 
Aftrology ; I have wrote nothing concerning any 
of them, which I my felf donot either know, or 
believe to be true.

One whole Year and more I continued a 
Widower, and followed my Studies very hard;

thought and believed’by wife Men, to teach and 
inftruG@ in all the feveral Liberal Sciences, and is 
attained by obferving elected Times, and thote 
Prayers appropriated unto the feveral Angels.

Prayers according to the Form and Dire€tion pre- 
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(a) Among Dr. Napier’s MSS. I had an Ars No- 

toria, written by S. Forman in large Vellum. 
C4 {cribed 
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{cribed for fome Weeks, ufing the Word <Afrelo- 
gia for Aftronomia ; but of this no more : That 
4rs Notoria, inferted in the latter end of Cornelius 
Agrippa fignifieth nothing ; many of the Prayers 
' being not the fame, nor is the Direction to thefe 
Prayers any thing confiderable. 
In the Year 1634, I taught Sir George Peckham, 
Knight, Aftrology, that Part which concerns 
Sicknefs, wherein he fo profited, that in two or 
three Months he would give a very true Difco- 
very of any Difeafe, only by his Figures; he 
prattifed in Nottingham, but unfortunately died in 
1635 at St. Winifred’s Well in Wales; in which 
Weil he continued fo long mumbling his Pater 
Nofters and Sana Winifrida ora pro me, that the 
Cold ftruck into-his Body ; and, after his coming 
forth of that Well, never fpoke more. . 
In this Year 1634, I purchafed the Moiety of 
thirteen Houfes in the Strand for five hundred and

In November, the 18th Day, I was again the 
fecond time married, and had five hundred Pounds

fently : Poole had juft as we came to him fer a Fi- 
gure, and then fhewed it me, defiring my Judg- 
ment ; which I refufed, but defired the Mafter of - 
Arts to judge firft ; he denyed, fol gave mine, to 
the very great liking of Hampbreys,- who prefently 
- enguired, if I would teach him, and for what >: 
f told him 1 was willing to teach, but would-have- 
an icol, IT heard Poole, whilft I was judging the-

This Humphreys was. a laborious Perfon, Vain- 
glorious, loquacious, Fool-hardy, defirous of all Se- 
crets which he knew not, infomuch that he would 
have given me 200/, to have inftructed himin fome 
Curiofities he was perfwaded I had Knowledge of, 
but Artis off celere Artem, efpecially to thofe who live 
not in the Fear of God, or can be Mafters of their 
own Councels : He was in Perfon and Condition 
fuch another as that Monfter of Ingratitude my 
gquondam Taylor, john Gadbury. After my Refufal 
of teaching him, what he was not capable of, we 
grew ftrange, though I afforded him many Civilie 
‘ties whenever he required it ; for after the Siege 
of Colcheficr he wrote a Book againft me, called 
Anti Merlinus-Anglicus, married a fecond Wife , 
his firft living in Cambridgefbire , then prattifed — 
Phyfick by a contrary Name, having Inten=

the World. My Scholar Humphreys prefently made

“ Pumper ; we met, faith he, the other Day, and 
“I was too hard for him my felf, upon Judg- 
* ment of 3 or 4 Queftions.’ If all the Tranfa&ti- 
- ons happening unto that my Scholar were in one 
Volume, they would tranfcend either Guzman, 
Don Quixot, Lazarillo de Tormes, or any other of the 
_ like Nature I ever did fee. . 
_ Having now in part recovered my Health, being 
weary of the Country, and perceiving there was 
‘Money to be got in London, and thinking my felf 
to be as fufficiently enabled in Aftrology as any 
I could meet with, { made it my Bufineis to repair 
thither; and fo in September 1641 I did ; where, in 
the Years 1642 and 1643, 1 had great Leifure'to bet. 
ter my former Knowledge; I then read over all 
my Books of Aftrology, over and over; had very 
Tittle or no Praftice at all: And whereas formerly 
I could never endure to read Valentine Natbod his

Author I ever met with; him I traverfed over 
Day and Night, from whom I muft acknowledge:

She, having no Bail, was 
fent to Bridewel, where fhe remained till Monday. 
On Monday Morning, at the O/d-Bayly, the produced 
Bail; but I defiring of the Recorder fome Time’ 
to enquire after the Bail, whether they were fuf-. 
ficient, returned prefently, and told him one of 
the Bail was a Prifoner“in Ludgate, the other a | 
very poor Man: At which he was fo-vexed, thar 
he fent her to Newgate, where fhe lay all that 
Week, until fhe could pleafe me with good Sure- 
ties; which then fhe did, and fo was bound over

Mr. Pennington was a true Royalift, whom Charles 
the Second made one of his Commiffioners of Ar- 
ray for Cumberland ; having Dire&tions from me. 
continually how Matters did and would go be- — 
twixt the King and Parliament, he aéted warily, 
and did but fign one only Warrant of that Nature, 
and then gave over. When the Times of Seque- 
ftrations came, one Fohn Mufgrave, the moft bold 
and impudent Fellow, and moft aétive. of all the 
North of England, and moft malicious againft my 
Friend, had got this Warrant under Mr Penning= _ 
ton’s Hand into his Cuftody ; which affrighted my. 
Friend, and fo it might, for it was Caufe enough 
of Sequeftration, and would have done it, Muf- 
grave intending and promifing himfelf great Mat. 
ters out of his Eftate, I was made acquainted here- - 
with. Mufzrave being in London, by much ado, I 
got acquainted with him, pretending my felf a bit- 
ter Enemy againft Pennington, whereat he very 
heartily rejoyced; and fo we appointed one Night 
to meet at the Five Bes, to compare Notes; forl ~ 
pretended much, We did meet, and he very fud- — 
denly produced upon the Table all his Papersy and

ee we were very great Friends to his dying 
ay. 

In Fune 1644, 1 publifhed Supernatural Sight; and, 
indeed, if I could have procured the dull Statio- 
ner to have been at Charges to have cut the Icon 
or Form of that ‘prodigious Apparition, as I had- 
drawn it forth, it wont have given great Satif- 
faction ; however, the Aftrological Judgment 
thereupon had its full Event in every Particular. 

That Year alfo I publifhed the "white King’s 
Prophecy, of which there were fold in three Days 
Eighteen hundred, fo that it was oft re-printed: 
‘then made no Commentary upon it. 

In that Year ‘I printed the . Prophetical Merlin, 
and had Eight Pounds for the Copy. ; 
_ Thad then no farther Intention to trouble the 
Prefs any more, but Sir Richard Napper having re- 
ceived one of Capt. Wharton's Almanacks for 1645, 
under the Name of Naworth, he came unto me: Now 
‘Lily, you are met withal, ice here what Naworth 
“writes ; the Words were, he called me an impudent 
fenfelefs Fellow, and by Name Wiliam Lilly. 

Before that Time, I was more Cavalier than 
Roundhead, and fo taken notice of ; but after that

Toved and approved beyond any Government what-

To vindicate my Reputation, and to cry Quit- — 
tance with Naworth, againft whom I was highly |

Cryftal: His Angels were Raphael, Gabriel, and 
Uriel; his Life anfwered not in Holinets and 
Sanétity to what it fhould, having to deal with 
thofe holy Angels: Being Contemporary with 
me, I fhall relare what my Partner Fohn Scott, 
the fame Scott as is before-mentioned, affirmed of 
him. ‘ohn Scott was a little skilful in Surgery 
and Phyfick, fo was Will. Hodges, and had former- 
ly been a School-mafter. Scott having fome Oc- 
cafions into Staffordfbire, addrefied himfelf for a 


Month or Six Weeks to Hodges, aflifted him to drefy — 


his Patients, let Blood, @c. Peing to return to 
London, he defired Hodges to fhew him the Perfon 
and Feature of the Woman he fhould marry ; 
Hodges carries him into a Field not far from his 
Houfe, pulls out his Cryftai, bids Scott fet his Foot 
to his, and, after a while, wifhes him to infpe&t 
the Cryftal, and obferve what he faw there; 1 fee 
faith Scott, aruddy eomplexion’d Wench in a red 
Waftcoat, drawing a Can of Beer ; fhe muft be your 
Wife, faid Hodges: You are miftaken, «Sir, faid 
Scott, Iam, fo joon as I come to London, to mar- 
ry a tall Gentlewomen in the Old. Bayly, You muft 
marry the red Waftcoat, faid Hodges. Scort leaves 
the Country, comes up to London, finds his Gen- 
tlewoman married: Two Years after going into 
Dover, in*his Return, he refrefhed himfelf at an 
Inn in Canterbury, and as he came into the Hall, 
cr firft Room thereof, he miftook the Room, and 
went into the Buttery, where he efpied a Maid, 
defcribed by Hodges, as before-faid, drawing a 
Can of Beer, @c. He then more narrowly view- 
ing her Perfon and Habit, found her, in all Parts, 
to be tke fame Hodges had defcribed ; after yilta 
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he became a Sutor unto her, and was married une 
to her; which Woman I have often feen. This 
Scort related unto me feveral times, being a very 
honeft Perfon, and made great Confcience of what 
he {poke.

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tunities, I began to fix upon Thoughts of an Jn- 
troduction unto Aftrology, which was very much want- 
ing, and as earneftiy long’d for by many Perfons 
of Quality ; fomething alfo much occafioned and 
haftened the Impreffion, viz. the malevolent bark- 
ing of Presbyterian Minifters in their weekly Ser- 
mons, reviling the Profeflors thereof, and my 
felf particularly by Name. 

Secondly, I thought ic a Duty incumbent upon 
me, to fatisfy.the whole Kingdom of the Law- 
fulnefs thereof, by framing a plain and eafy Me- 
thod for any Perfon but of indifferent Capacity to 
Jearn the Art, and inftru& himfelf therein, with~- 
out any other Mafter than my Introduétion ; by 

which means, when many underftood ir, I fhould 
have more Partners and Affiftants to contradi& all 
.and every Antagonift. 

Thirdly, I found it beft as unto Point of Time, 
becaufe many of the Soldiers were wholly for it, 
and many of the Independant Party ; and I had 
abundance of worthy Men in rhe Houfe of Com- 
mous, my affured Friends, no Lovers of Presbytery, 
which then were in great Efteem, and able to pro- 


 teé& the Art; for fhould the Presbyterian Party 


have prevailed, as they thought of nothing lets 
than to be Lords of all, I knew well they would 
have filenced my Pen annually, and committed 
the Introduéiex unto everlafting Silence. 

Fourthly, t had fomething of Confcience touch’d 
my Spirit, and much elevated my Conceptions, 


_ believing God had not beftowed thofe Abilities 


upon me, to bury them under a Bufhel ; for tho’ 
my Education was very mean, yet, by my conti- 
nual Induftry, and God’s great Mercy, I found 
my felf capable to go forward with the Work, 
and to commit the Iffue thereof unto Divine Pro- 
vidence. 

I had a hard Task in hand to begin the firft Part 
hereof, and much Labour I underwent to methodize 
it as it is. D 4 I in- 
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I ingenioufly confefs unto you ( Arts great.Me-. 
canas, noble Eiquire A/bmole, ) no mortal Man had 
any Share in the Compofition or ordering of the © 
firit Part thereof, but my one only felf, You are 
a Perfon of gréat Reading, yet I well know you 
never found the leaft Trace thereof in any Author 
yet extant. K . 

In compofing, contriving, ordering, and framing 
thereof (rz. the -firft Part) a great Part of that . 
Year was fpent.. I again perufed all, or moft, Au-. 
thors I had, fometimes adding, at other times di-. 
minithing, until at laft I thought it worthy of 
the Prefs. When I came to frame the Second 
Part thereof, having formerly colle&ted out of ma-. 
ny Manufcripts, and exchanged Rules with the 
moft able Profeffors I had Acquaintance with, in 
tranfcribing thofe Papers for Impreffion, I found, 
upon a ftri& Inquifition, thofe Rules were, for 
the moft part, defective ; fo that once more I had 
now a difficult Labour to corre& their Deficiency, 
to new rectify them according to Art ; and laftly, 
confidering the Multiplicity of daily Queftions 
propounded unto me, it was as hard a Labour as 
might be to tranfcribe the Papers themfelves with 
my own Hand. The Defire I had to benefit Pofte-. 
rity and my Country, at laft overcame all Difficul- 
ties ; fo that what I could nat do in one Year, I 
perfected early the next Year, 1647; and then in 
that Year, viz. 1647, I finifhed the Third Book 
of (a) Nativities, (6) during the compofing where-. 
of, for feven whole Weeks, I was fhut up of the 
Plague, burying in that Time two Maid-Servants 
thereof; yet towards November that Year, the Intro- 
duftion, called by the Name of Chriftian Afprology 
Scere, .

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was made publick. There being, in thofe Times, 
fome {mart Difference between the Army and the 
Parliament, the Head- Quarters ofthe Army were 
at Windfor, whither I was carried with a Coach and 
Four Horfes, and $ohn Booker with me.

- welcome thither, and feafted in a Garden. whe e -- 
General Fairfax lodged. We were brought to the 
General, who bid us kindly welcome to Windfor 3 
and, in Effect, faid thus much ai 
‘That God had bleffed the Army with many 
* fignal Viétories, and yet their Work was -nor- 
_“ finithed. He hoped God would go along: with: 
‘them until his Work was done. They foughe. . 
* not themfelves, but the Welfare and Tranquillio

This ended, we departed, and went to vifit 
Mr, Peters the Minifter, who lodged in the Caftle, 
whom we found reading an idle Pamphlet come 
from London that Morning. L/Zy, thou art herein, 
fays he. Are not you there alfo? I reply'd. 
Yes, that I am, quoth he.—— The Words con- 
cerning me, werethefe: = 

From th’ Oracles of the Sibyds fo ily, 
The curft Predifions of William Lilly, 
And Dr. Sybbald’s Shooe-lane Philly, 
Good Lord, deliver me. 

After much Conference with Hugh Peters, and 
fome private Difcourfe betwixt us two, not to be 
divulged, we parted, and fo came back to London. 

King Charles the Firft, in the Year 1646, April 27, 
went unto the Scots, then in this Nation. Many 
defired my Judgment, in the Time of his Abfence, 
to difcover the Way he might be taken; which I 
would never be drawn unto, or give any Dire&tion 
concerning his Perfon. thea 

There were many lewd Mercurys oe pis both in 
London and Oxford, wherein I was fufficiently abu- 
fed, in this Year 1646.. I had then my Afcendant 
ae Co 285 and { ad proprium. The Presbyterians 
were, in their Pulpits, as mercilefs as the Cava- 
liers in their Pamphlets. 

About this Time, the moft famous Mathemati- 
clan of all Europe, (a) Mr. Willlam Oughtred, Parfon

(2) This Gentleman I was very well acquainted with, 
having lived at the Houfe over-againft his, at Aldbury 
in Surrey, three or four Years. EB. A, - S 
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of Aldbury: in Surrey) was'in Danger of Sequeftra- 
tion by the Committee of or for plunder’d Mini-’. 
fters ; (Ambo-dexters they were ;) feveral inconfide- 
rable Articles were depofed and fworn againft : 
him, material enough to have fequefter’d him, but 
that, upon his Day of hearing, I applied my felf 
to Sir titra Whitlock, and all my own old Friends, 
who-in fuch Numbers appeared in his Behalf, that 
though the Chair-man and many other Presbyte- 
rian.

Had you feen (O noble- 
Efquire ) what pitiful Ideots were preferred into - 
fequeftrated Church-Benefices, you would have- 
been grieved in your Soul; but when they came 
before the Claffis of Divines, could thofe Simple- 
tons but only fay, they were converted by hearing. 
fuch a Sermon, fuch a Le@ure, of that Godly 
Man Hugh Peters, Stephen Marfbal, or any of that. 
Gang, he was prefently admitted. . eet 
In 1647, I publifhed tke World’s Cataftrophe, the. 
_ Prophecies of mbrofe Merlin, with the Key where- 
with to unlock thofe abftrufe Prophecies; alfo 
Trithemius of the Government of the World by the 
refiding Angels; thefe came forth all in one 
ook. é 
The two firft were exquifitely tranflated by 
your felf, (moft Learned Sir) as I do ingenioufly 
acknowledge in my Epiftle. unto the Reader, with 
a true Character of the Worth and admirable 
Parts, unto which I refer any that do defire to read 
you perfeétly delineated » I was once refolved to 
ave continued Trithemius for fome fucceeding 
Yeas, but Multiplicity of Employment impeded 
me 
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me, the Study required, in that kind of Learning, 
muft be fedentary, of great Reading, found Judg- — 
ment, which no Man can accomplifh except he - 
Wholly retire, ufe Prayer, and accompany himfelf — 
with Angelical Conforts. A 

His Majefty Charles the Firft, having entrufted 
the Scors with his Perfon, was, for Money, delive- 
red into the Hands of the Englifh Parliament, and, 
by feveral Removals, was had to- Hampton-Court 
about $u/y or Auguft 1647; for he was there, and 
at that Time when my Houfe was vifited with the 
Plague. He was defirous to efcape from the Sol- 
diery, and to obfcure himfelf for fome time near 
London, the Citizens whereof began now to be un- 
ruly, and alienated in AffeCtion from the Parlia- 
Ment, inclining wholly to his Majefty, and very 
averfe to the Army. His Majefty was well in- 
formed of all this, and thought to make good Ufe 
hereof ; befides, the Army and Parliament were 
at fome odds, who fhould be Mafters. Upon the 
King’s Intention to efcape, and with his Confenr, 
Madam Whorewood (whom you knew very well, 
worthy Efquire) came to receive my Judgment, - 
wiz, In what Quarter of this Nation he might be 
moft fafe, and not to be difcovered until himfelf 
pleafed. . 

When fhe came to my Door, I told her I would 
not let her come into my Houfe, for I buried a. 
Maid-Servant of the Plague very lately. I fear. 
not the Plague, but the Pox, quoth fhe; fo u 
we went. After Erection of my Figure, I tol 
hex, About Twenty Miles (or thereabouts) from - 
London, and in Effex, 1 was certain he might con-. 
tinue undifcovered. She liked my Judgment very © 
well; and, being -her felf of a fharp Judgmenr, , 
remember'd a Place in Effex about that Diftance,. 
where was an excellent Houfe, and all Conve. 
niences for his Reception. . Away fhe went, early 
next Morning, unto Hampton-Court, to acquaint his. 
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hs Majefty ; but feethe Misfortune: He, either gui- 
_ ded by his own approaching hard Fate, or mif=

| Hamwond, in the Ifle of Wight. 
_ Whilft his Majefty was at Hampton-Court, Alder- 
man Adams fent his Majefty One Thoufand Pounds 
in Gold, Five Hundred whereof he gave to Ma- 
y dam Whorewood. believe I had Twenty Pieces 
~ of that very Gold for my Share. 
_ _ Ihave fomething more to write of Charles the 
_ Firft his Misfortunes, wherein I was concerned 3 
the Matter happened in 1648, but I thought good 
_ toinfert it here, having after this no more Oc- 
 ¢afion to mention him. 
_ . His Majefty being in Carisbrook-Caftle.in the 
, Ite of Wight, the Kentifh Men, in great Numbers, 

rofe in Arms and joined with the Lord Goring; a 

confiderable Number of the beft Ships revolted from 
_ the Parliament; the Citizens of London were for- 
~ ward to rife againft the Parliament, his Majefty 
~ Iaid his Defign to efcape out of Prifon, by fawing 
the Iron Bars of his .Chamber Window, a {mail 
BoP was provided, and anchored not far from the 
Cattle to bring him into Sufféx ; Horfes were pro- 
_ Vided ready to carry him through Saféx into Kent, 
that fo he might be at. the Head of the Army in 
| Kent, and from thence to'march immediately to. 
London, where Thoufands then would have armed 
forhim : The Lady Whorewood came to me, ace 
quaints me herewith, { got G. Farmer ( who was 
"a moft ingenious Lock-fmith, and dwelt in Bows

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der, I mean to faw them, and qua Fortis befides : 
His Majefty in a fmal{ time did his Work ; the 
. Bars gave Liberty for him to go out ; he was out 
with his Body till he came to his Breaft; but then 
his Heart failing, he proceeded no farther when 
this was difcovered ; as foon after it was, he was 
narrowly looked after, and no Opportunity after 
that could be devifed to enlarge him. About — 
September the Parliament fent their Commiffioners | 
with Propofitions unto him into the Ifle of Wighr, 
the Lord Wiliam Sea being one; the Lady Whorewood 
comes again unto me from him or by his Confent, 
to bediref&ted : After perufal of my Figure, I told 
her the Commiffioners would be there fuch a Day ; 
I ele&ted a Day and Hour when to receive the 
Commiffioners and Propofitions ; and as foon as 
the Propofitions were read, to fign them, and 
make hafte with all fpeed to come up with the 
Commiflioners to London, the Army being then 
far diftant from London, and the City enraged.

for him to fign, that he,had many Friends in the’ 
Houfe of Lords, and fome in the Houfe of Com- 
mons, that he would procure more, and then they 
would frame more eafie Propofitions. ‘This Platte-- 
ry of this unfortunate Lord, occafioned his Maje- 
fiy to wave the Advice 1 and fome others thac_ 
wifhed his Profperity had given, in Expectation 
of that which afterwards could never be gained. 
The Army having fome Notice hereof from one 
of the Commiffioners, who had an Eye upon old 
Sea, hafted unto London, and made the Citizens ve-

my Enemy, the other Knave died of a Gangrene 
in his Arm fuddenly after. " : 

In 1648 and 1649, that I might encourage young 
Students in Aftrology, I publickly read over the 
firft Part of my IntroduG@ion, wherein there are 
many things contained , not eafily to be under.

And now we are entred into the Year 1649: his 
Majefty being at St. James's Houfe, in Fanuary of 
that Year, I begun its Obfervations thus :

_ In 1651 I publithed Monarchy or no Monarchy, and 
in the latter end thereof fome Hieroglyphicks of 
my own, compos’d at fpare time, by the accult 
Learning, many of thofe Types having Reprefen- 
tations of what fhould from thence fucceed in- 
_ England, and have fince had Verification. 

I had not that Learning from Books, or any 
Manovfcript I ever yet met withal, it is reduced 
from a Cabal lodging in Aftrology, but fo myfte- 
rious and difficult to be attained, that I have not 
yet heen acquainted with any who had that Know- 

ledge. Iwill fay no more thereof, but that_the 
 Afterifms and Signs and Conftellations give 
greateft Lighr thereunto. 

During Bradfbaw’'s being Prefident of the Coun- 
cil of State, it was my Happinefs to procure Cap- — 
tain Wharton his Liberty, which when Bradfbaw un- 
derftood, faid I will be an Enemy to Lily, if ever 
he come before me: Sir Bolftrode Whitlock broke the 
Ice firft of all on behalf of Captain Wharton, after 
him the Commitee, unto whom his Offence had 
been committed , fpoke for him, and faid he 
might well be bailed or enlarged ; I had {poken to 
the Committee the morning of his Delivery, who 
thereupon were fo civil unto him, efpecially Sir 
Wilines Ermin of Lincolnfbire, who at firft wondred I

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-appear'd not againft him ; but upon my humble 
Requeft, my long continued Antagonift was en- 
_larged and had his Liberty. 
-_ In 1651 I purchafed rr0/. per Annum in Bee Farm \ 
Rents for One Thoufandand Thirty Pounds; I paid’ 
allin ready Money; but when his Majefty K. Charles 
the Second, 1660, was reftored, I loft it all again, 
‘and it returned to the right Owner; the Lofs 
thereof never affli&ed me, for I have ever reduced ~ 
my Mind ~ccording to*my Fortune. I was 
drawn in by feveral Perfons to make that fimple 
‘Purchafe. The Year I bought it, I had my 
Afcendant dire&ted into a Trine of Fupiter firft, 
and inthe fame Year into the Cauda Draconis —my 
Fortune into a Quadrant of Mercury. When Cole: 
tchefter was befieged, John Booker and my felf were 
fent for, where we encouraged the Soldiers, aifu- 
‘Yingthem the Town would very fhortly be fur- 
rendred, as indeed it was: I would willingly have 
obtained Leave to enter the Town, to have in- 
formed Sir Charles Lucas, whom I well knew , 
with the Condition of Affairs as they then ftood , 
he being deluded by falfe Intelligence ; at that 
time my Scholar Humfreys was therein, who many 
times deluded the Governor with Expeation of 
Relief; but failing very many times with his 
Lyes, at laft he had the Baftinado, was put in Pri- 
fon, and inforced to become a Soldier ; and well 
it was he efcaped fo.—During my being there, the 
Steeple of St. Mary’s Church was much battered 
by two Cannons purpofely placed ; I was there 
‘one Day about Three of the Clock in the After. 
‘noon, talking with the Canoneer, when prefently he 
eed usto look to ourfelves, forhe perceived 
by his Profpective-Glafs there was a Piece charged 
n the Caftle againft his Work, and ready to be dif 
charged; Iran for hafte under an old Afh-tree, and 
immediately the Cannon-bullet came hiffing quite 
Overus ; no Danger now, faith the Gunner, an 
a § e* 
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begone, for there are five more charging, which 
was true ; for Two Hours after thofe Cannons 
were difcharged, and unluckily killed our Cano- — 
neer and Montrofs, 1 came the next’ Morning — 
and {aw the Blood of the two poor Men lie upon 
the Planks; we. were well entertained’ at the — 
Head Quarters, and after two whole Days abiding 
there, came for London. . 

But we profecute our Story again, and fay that 
in the Year 1652 I ptrchafed my Moufe and 
fome Lands in Herfham, in the Parith of Walton 
upon Thames, in the County of Surrey, where I 
now dive; intending by the Blefling of God, 
When I found it convenient, to retire into the 
Country, there to. end my Days in Peace and 
“Tranquillity ; for-in Londan my Pra&tice was fuch,. 
Thad none or very little Time afforded me to 
ferve God,. who had been fo gracious unto me. 
The Purchafe of the Houfe and Lands, and Build- 
ing, ftood me in Nine Hundred and Fifty Pounds 
_ Sterling, which I have very much augmented. — 

The Parliament now grows odious unto all good ©

much Heart-burning now arofe betwixt the Pref- 
byterian and Independant, the latter fiding with — 
the Army, betwixt whofe two Judgments there 
wasno Medium : Now came up, or firft appeared, 
that monftrous People called Ranters, and many’ 
other Novel Opinions in themfelves heretical and 
fcandalous, were countenanced by Members of. | 
Parliament, many- whereof were of the fame 
Judgment; Juftice was negle&ed, Vice counte- 
nanced, all Care of the common Good laid afide; ' 
every Judgment almoft groaned under the heavy 
Burthen they then fuffered ; the Army negleéted ;_ 
the City of London {corned the Miniftry, efpecial- 
ly.thofe who were. orthodox and. ferious, honeft

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or vertuous, had not Countenance ; my Soul be- . 
gan to loath the very Name of a Parliament, or 

Parliament-Men; there yet remained in the 
_ Houfeé very able, judicious , and worthy Patriots.; 
but they, by their Silence, only ferved them. 
'felves, all was carried on by a Rabole of Dunces, 

who being the greater Number, voted what 

feemed beft to their on intelligent Fancies. 

In this Year J publifhed Annus Tenebrofus, which 
Book I did not fo entitle, becaufe of the great Ob- 
{curity of the Solar Eclipfe, by fo many pratled of 

_to no purpofe, but becaufe of thofe under-hand 
and clandeftine Counfels held in England by the 
_Soldiery, of which I would never, but in Gene.

Man. I had wrote publickly in 1650, that the

Books. I told him, 1 doubted he would be ex.. 
amined. ‘ Hang them, faid he, they are all 
* Rogues, Pil fwear my felf to the Devil ‘ere they 
fhall have‘an Advantage againft you by my Oath. 
The Day after, I appeared before the Committee, 
being 36 in Number that Day, whereas it was ob- 
ferved, at other Times, it was very difficult to 
get Five of themtogether. At firft they thewed 
me the true Avglicus, and asked if I wrote and 
printed it. I took the Book and infpetted it very + 
heedfully ; and, when I had done fo, faid thus; 
© This is none of my Book, fome malicious

Counfel was, To take away Monk’s Commiffion, 
and to give a prefent Commiffion to Major-Gene- 
ral Lambert to be their General ; which Counfel of 
his, if they would take-and put it fpeedily in 
Execution, would put an end unto all the prefent 
Mifchiefs. The Council in general did all very 
well approve Nevil Smith's Judgment ; but pre- 
fently up ftarts Sir Arthur Hazelrigg, and makes a 
fharp Inve&ive againft Lambert, and concluded, 
he would rather perifh under the King of Scots 
Power, than that Lambert fhould ever any more 
have Command under the Parliament.

One would think my Troubles for that Year

others, of ordinary Callings: all thefe were guard. 
ed unto Whitehall, into a large Room, until Day- 
light, and then committed to the Gate-houfe ; 1 
was had into the Guard-Room, which I thought 
to be Hell ; fome therein were fleeping, others 

_ fwearing, others fmoaking Tobacco. In the Chim- 
ney 8 Room I believe there was two Bufhels 
of broken Tobacco-Pipes, almoft half one Load of 
Athes. Everard, about Nine in the Morning, comes, 
writes my Mittimus for the Gate-houfe, then fhews 
it me; I muft be contented, I defired no other 

-Courtefy, but that I might be privately. carry’d un- 
to the Gate-houfe by two Soldiers ; that was denied. 
Amongft the miferable Crew of People, with a 
whole Company of Soldiers, I marched to Prifon, 
and there for three Hours was in the open Air up- 
on the Ground, where the common Houfe of Of- 
fice came down. After three Hours, I was advan 
ced from this ftinking Place up the Stairs, where _ 
there was on one Side a Company of rude {wearing

This, in the Winter [18 December] fol- 
lowing, was feconded by a Diftemper whereof he 
fell fick, and was let blood in the Left Foot, a

fcended from his Head to his Left Side, from

then. ftaying.a while in the Calf of hijs Leg, at 

length defcended towards “his Toes, the Anguifh 
whereof put him, into a Fever, This Humour 
fixed in two Places on the top of his Left Foot’

of Kingfton, his Apothecary (and.no lefs a skilful 
Chirurgeon ;. after which he began to be at eafe, 
his Fever abated, and within Five Months the 
Cure was perfefted.
